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ELECTION ACT REGULATIONS 


* Any male or female who is g British‘subjeet, 21 years 
of age, and who has ordinarly resided in Canada for 12 
months, and in the electoral district two months before 
the issue of the writs, is qualified to vote. 

The returnng offieer appoints his own clerk, and in 
addition to this, appoints a registrar for each polling sub- 
division in the rural municipalities and im villages and in 
towns having a population of 5,000 or less. These reg- 
istrars compile the voters’ lists for the election, making 
use, as a basis, of existing provincial voters lists or muni- 
cipal lists coptaining the names of people entitled to vote 
at provincial elections, From thege lists the registrar 
strikes off the names of persons not qualified and adds the 
names of persons who are qualified to vote in federal 
elections. ‘This.completes the list. There is no appeal 
from this, except that any elector who is qualified may 
appear on election day in the division in which he resides 
and make an oath to that effect. He will then be allowed 
to vote, providing he ig vouched fer under oath by an 
elector in the same polling division, e 


There is plenty of time allowed in this election to care- 
fully consider al] the questions and there will be no need 


-| for the electors to arrive at hasty decisions, 


The usual number of political writers are onee more 
worrying the iife put of newspaper publishers with reams 
of stuff useful only for the waste paper basket.

So far the election in Bow River constituency is 
about the quietest thing we know of.

That children born in Alberta show less:‘tendaney to 
tuberculosis than those born in other countries is disclos- 
ed in the report of the survey of school children under- 
taken in 1924 by the Alberta Tuberculosis Association, 
In thils sur- 
vey a total of 1051 school children in various parts of the 
province were examined. Of this number 822 were child- 
ren born in Alberta and only 11 per eent of these showed 
re-action to the tuberculin test. Re-actors in children 
born in other countries showed percentages ranging from 
20 to 86. Out of the total of 1,051, there were 144 re- 
actors, or only 13.07 per cent. j 


The Ukranian Society appear to have the rght system 
of obtaining immigrants for Alberta. This year they 
brought in 657 men to Edmonton and only one man gave 
trouble. This man possesses an uncle who was bent upon 
showing him the sights of Edmonton, but when it was ex- 
plained to the newcomer that he was either heading for 
the farm or on his way back to Jugo-Slavia, he evinced a 
sudden zest for the agricultural life. Each man prior to 
leaving the European port makes a declaration to the 
effect that he is going to Canada for the purpose ef en- 
gaging in farm work and nothing else. He signs the pa- 
per and if he does not live up to the agreement is prompt- 
ly deported back to his native heath. 


A total of 112 school fairs will be held this year 
throughout the province under the auspices of the pyo- 
vincial departments of agriculture and education. The 
interest being taken in these fairs Js keen als ever, and 

large number of children participate. In the Edmonton 
school fair district, 14 fairs are being held, in the Ver- 
milion district 15 fatrs, in the Sedgewick district 12 fairs, 
in the Olds district 86 fairs and in the Claresholm dis- 
trict 35 fairs, “In 1924 there were approximately 185,000 
entries in the school fairs, which gives some idea of the 
large number of children competing.

Toasting Bread Shows Main Principle | 

Accounting For Heat at Equator 

Every time we toast a plece of bread | 
we are filust rating the main principle 
which chiefly accounts for the earth 
being hotter at the equator than at 
the poles. If we hold the bread par- 
allel with the fire, it gets the full heat, 
but if we tilt it slantwise, it takes 
longer to toast. The equator is the 
part of the earth’s globe that gets the 
most direct rays from the sun, the 
poles the parts that get the most 
slanting rays. In the one case, we 


get a sun directly overhead at some}. 


part of the day; in the other, the sun 
at its very best only “rises” to a point 
low down on the horizon, and so gives 
off rays extremely on the slant, These | 
slantwise rays, too, have to pass} 
through much more atmospheres than | 
the straight rays, and as our atmos- | 
pheres acts as a sort‘of blanket, with | 
{ts mists and fogs, it follows that the 
heat of the slanting rays {4s still fur- 
ther reduced in power, Other con- 
siderations also have their bearing | 
upon the question, but the straight | 
versus slantwise rays are the main fac- 
tor in the comparative heat of the 
equator over the poles,
